Yorated 1n 1794 by & company of merchauts for the
Jpurpose of providing & ceatre for the mercantile
[mnmn!ty. By the plan of this association each
!hhmhomu selecied & nominee, during whosa 11fe
‘e was to receive hin equal proporiion of the ne: pro-
ofeds of tho establishment, but upon whose death
yhis interest reverted to tne owners ot the surviving
[mominees, The original shares were assigned and
{eld a8 personal estate, and the whole property wad
(wested In five trustecs, whio were to hold the property
mntil the uomber of the surviviog nominees was re-
~dueed to seven, whea the whole was to be divided
‘among tho fortunate seven sharenolders depending
“upen them, 1nder these regulations two hundred
and throe shaies were subscribed for at $200 each;
and witiy (his sum the assoclativn purchased a lot of
“@round, 100 feet square, on the corasr of Wall and
Water streels, and in 1792 commenced the erection
-of the Tontine Coftee House, Lo which, upon 1ts com.
.pletion In 1794, the Merchants’ Exchange was re-
-moved from the dilapldated old bullaing In the cen-
‘sreof Broad, below Pearl street, where 1t had been
Yocated since the Revolution, After the erection of
#®he new Excoange in Wall strect, In 1825, the bulid-
Ang woa lct for various purposes; then in May, 1855,
‘was aemolished, Lo make room tor the present Ton-.
%ine building. ‘The original cost of the Tontine Cof-
Yea House was $41767. The averuge rent up to 1823,
Suclusive, was $3,500 per ycar, making an interest
of nearly eight and two-thurds per cent per annum
Tor each share.,

The constitniion bears date 4th of June, 1794, but
the nowiluations by the supscribers were now wholly
compleied unul slarenh, 1705, Toe association i
their preambie named the bullding she Tontine Coffes
Houwe, and 1t was thereby directeéd to be kept and
used a8  coifes Douss; but on the opening of the
Lxchange a little higher up in Wall sireet, tue in-
terests of Lie sharsnvlders demanding a change n
this special appropristion, they applied Lo the Coury
of Uhancery OF Periniesion Lo lel the premides lor
general purposea and by Ls decree 18.4 the ro-
strictions were removed.

Subsequeatly doubls having arisen respecting the
valldity of e trusts unuer which the trusteas took
and held the property, 11 conssquence of 1he revised
stututes on the subjecs, the Legisialure 1o 1843 passed
an act confirwing the sawe and altered the nsme to
the toutine Butldiog aod directed that the manage-

A poblic meenng convened
within its walis sent forth & decislon whica was
almost universally respected. A a single instance
ol this, forty years back, when the habis of distribu.
Lng expensive scaris 1o bearers and others st or-
dinary lunerals was 80 prevalent tbhat many poor
lamues were #0reiy piochea to provide this
necessary mark ol respece for & departied relative,
pome benevolent mdividuals, seeing the evil loflu -
ence of such a tnshion, called & meeting at tae Coffee
House, when nearly two hundred of those whose
welght of character gave forcs to their declsion &
signed a pledge Lo abstala from the custom of dis-
triputing scaris except to the attendant ministers
and physicians This was the deatoknell of the op-
pressive fastuon.
